Ue often returned there on Tiaite 
to bia frienda, and whan he returned each time he would 
tell me: 'Mother, just as soon as I Ret into West Union, 
I can breath* easier, and I feel ao much different. Our 
old borne looks so pretty, and the traea and the grasa are 
80 green, and the nir no pure. Can't we go Imck there 
to liveT' I had about made up my mind to return there, 
and now thia has happened. I waited too long. tl'iH pet 
dog, Flossie, and hia eat died aince we nmved fron) West 
Union. He waa vary much attached to both, and has 
worried about it. He said they died of broken licartH 
becauHc he had to k<> h^vhv and leave them, and he cried 
about it. Poor boy] His love lor hia old borne killed 
bim."
